Pas native experiences 
years of service in church

Hilma Melene was born to a 
Pascagoula seagoing family in 
1903. 

Her grandfather, George 
Frentz, a native of Germany, 
owned the Frentz shipyard on 
the East Pascagoula River near 
present-day Clark Seafood. She 
was born in the family home 
near the shipyard. Her father 
was Charles Melene, a Swedish 
sea captain, and her mother was 
Anna nee’ Frentz. 

When Hilma was two years 
old, the family moved to 
Panama, where her father took 
part in completing the Panama 
Canal. He worked as a towboat 
captain there. ‘I don’t
